Tho Eminent Scientist Whose Works are 
Wolland Fayvorably Known,

this has beon true at any thoi it cortatn- 

ly {8 not truo of the prosont, Among the 
rising pocts of the day Canada cortainly 
has full share, Among them are Bliss 
Carman, Archibald Lianpmann, Charles 
G. D. Roberts, Duncan Cumpboll Scott, 
J. H. Brown and W, W. Campbell, whose 
names aro famillar to the readers of our 
magazines. Mr Lionpmann has been 
ranked by Mr; Howells nmong thelstrong- 
est of American singers, And as for men 
of scientific thought and achievements 
there is no man living who ranks higher 
than tho subject of this skoich, Sir Wil- 
liam is a Nova Scotine by birth, haying 
been born at Picton, in 1820, but he has 
Spont nearly all his active lif: in Canada, 


andis thoroughly identified with the 
educational and scientific intérests of 
that country, ‘ 

Dr. Dawson recofyed nis collegiate 


training at Kdinburgh Uniyorsity, but re 

turned immicdiately npon his graduation 
to the provinces, and enterctl at once 
upontis life work, which has been al- 
most wholly that of geological research 
and teaching. His contributions to geo- 
logical literature haye been voluminous, 
rich and yaried, In 1855 he beenine prin- 
cipal of McGill University at Montreal,

Spain. This claim arose twenty-five 
years ago.

000,000. Sixteen years later Spain agreed 
to pay $1,500,000 in settlement, but the 
promise then made has never been ful- 
filled, and a sharp demand has just been 
sent to Madrid from Washington for the 
payment of the sum acknowledged to be 
due. Itis significant that pressure is 
being put nen Sain in this matter at 
this particular juncture. It looks as if 
the United States was utilizing an old 
debt as an excuse for active interfer- 
ence in favor of the rebels in the last of 
Spain’s great colonies. It seems, indeed, 
as if the Americans are not after the 
million and a-half dollars, but the whole 
Island of Cuba, and it will be well for 
humanity if they succeed in the moye- 
ment that appears to have been entered 
upon. There will never be peace and 
progress in Cuba until the island passes 
into the hands either of the United 
States or Great Britain.Toronto News.

nate and gifted Nova Scotian. 

To enumerate Sir William’s writings 
would be to enumerate many of the besu 
known and _ highes¢ authorities on 
modern geology, such as ‘‘The Story 0 
Earth and Man’”’ and ‘The Dawn of 
Life.’’ Dr. Dawson has commended him- 
self specially to large numbers of people 
by his stout antagonism to Darwin’s the- 
ory of evolution, and to the teachings of 
other scientists of the Darwin and Hux- 
ley schoo). He is regarded as one of the 
foremos®champions of the Biblical view 
of creation as against that of Darwinians, 
and a number of his best books haye been 
written in defense of his position. —Al- 
though oyer seventy years of age, Sir Wil- 
liam retains his intellectual yigor un- 


duninished and continues to be a fre= 


quent and always interesting contri- 
butor fo the popular scientific literature 
of the day. —Philadelphia Press.

could not find fuel enough to maintain 


camp fires, Often, indeed, they had diffi- 
culty in making even a little blaze for 
cooking. 


Naturally, such a country has not invited 
settlere, and it is not surprising to learn 
that in its whole vastarea—two and a 
half times as largeas Groat Britain and 
Ireland—that there are not more than four 
thousand dwellers; of these, only about 
one half are whites, the others being Pequi- 
maux and Hudson Bay Company trappers 
andhunters. These are o shiftiess lot who 
come down to the nearest company fost 
early in summer, and exchange their pelts 
for provisions, planting themselves down 
at the post, and proceeding to gorge them- 
selves until their entire stock is exhausted. 
A pound of tea anda bag of flour is the 
most that one band of these mountaineers 
has been knownto carry back—all they 
hadtoshow, except temporarily satished 
appetites, for their whole winter’s work as 
hunters in that desolate region, 

These trappers and hunters are Indians, 
but always called ‘* mountaineers ;” while 
the Esquimaux, who have not a drop of 
Indian blood in them, are called Indians, 
though ‘ Huskies’ is the favorite term for 
them among the fishermen. The fisher-

That under these circumstances the Min- 
ister of Railways is reeponsible, and de- 
serves the severest censure of this House 
for negligence, inefficiency, and gross mis- 
management in connection with these 
works, and for the losses the country has 
sustained.” 

Mr, Haggart remicked that it was fire 
charged that he had let a contract contrary 
to the laws of the land and in opposition to 
the principles which had been laid down 
by the House, aud had been affirmed again 
ag those which ought to guide members of 
the Government in letting contracts.

Mr. Grieve, on item of $215,510 for 
Kingston penitentiary, said Rodgers, of 
Manitou, who was owing the Government 
$600 for binder twine, manufactured at the 
penitentiary, was a political wirepuller, 
and that there shonld be some security 
furnished by agents of twine at the differe 
ent points in the Dominion, 

Mr. Taylor said that if he was given a 
commission, he could prove to the satis- 
faction of theHouse that a combine existed 
at present between the Patrons of Industry 
and the Canada Cordage Company, The 
farmers would be paying more to-day if it 
were not for the fact that prisoners were 
employed at the industry in Kingston 
penitentiary. The prices of the combine 
to farmers were 6 1-2 and 7 1-2 cente per 

ound, the prices of other twine sold and 
Relivered were much less. If it were not 
that a quantity of twine was being turned 
out by the prisoners the price would not 
be 80 low, and complaint would pe made 
that a combine also existed in penitentiary 
twine, 

Mr. Henderson approved of the Govern- 
ment’s policy in manufacturing binder 
twine, and declared the statement of the 
Government’s desire not to nnduly interfere 
with the trade, but to prevent exorbitant 
prices, was very satisfactory. 

The item passed. 
MILITIA ESTIMATES, 


Mr, Dickey, on the item of $361,950 for 
the payment of staff, etc., said he wished 
toreducetheitem by $20,500, This will bring 
the item to $60,000 less than laet year. 
He proposed to drill the city corps and 
artillery, for which no provisioa appeared 
in the estimates, and as he was not able to 
prevail on the Finance Minister to give him 
the amount he desired, he had to adopt 
heroic measures, and proposed to reduce 
the total militia estimates by $70,000 or 
380,000.

On the 
contrary, Pembrokeshire, which is on the 
black list of convictions for drunkenness, 
isin almost every othor respect conspic- 
uous among exemplary counties, crimes 
inut property being rare, while crimes 
ef violence, or against morals are still 
rarer, Let us glance at another point. 
The Socialists tell us that, could we extir- 
pate poverty, we should soon see crime 
die out. Mr. Troup does not find in his 
statistics any confirmation of this tenet, 
Tho facts obtained do undoubtedly show 
that the marriage rate varies inversely 
with pauperism, but no casual or sympae 
thetic relation can be traced between th 
fluctuations of pauperism and crime. If 
the data, indeed, tend to establish any- 
thing, it is the paradox that some crimes 
increase in years of prosperity.

kinds of fruit varies very little except in 
the amount of sugar used, but only perfectly 
sound and fresh fruits should ever be used 
for the purpose, 

Fruiis may be canned with or without 
sugar, for since the introduction of air-tight 
jars and cans there is no danger of terment- 
ation, and sugar takes no part in the pre= 
servation of the fruits, Never let the fruit 
cook long enough to destroy its natural 
flavor, and while boiling hot it should be 
poured into air-tight glass jars, filled to the 
top and quickly sealed. feat the jars 
thoroughly before filling and stand them 
on a folded damp towel during the process 
to prevent breakage. Then stand the jars 
away in a warm place for one night; in the 
morning youcan give the tops another 
turn, wipe the jars carefully and put away 
ina cool,dark closet. In a week or 80 
examine the jars carefully and if you see no 
small air bubbles you may feel pretty sure 
that the fruit is Keeping: If you find the 
opposite and that the liquid hasn’t yet 
settled, the fruit is fermenting and must be 
taken out and recooked,and used for stewed 
fruita; not put back again. In filling tre 
jars runa silver spoon handleabout the 
inside of the jar, to break away any air 
bubbles that may bethere. When canning 
small fruits sugar them two hours before 
cookiug; some expert cooks advise adding 
a small proportion of alum so that they will 
keep their shape and be clear. 


How to Destroy Moths. 


Close all the windows and all doors lead- 
ing from the room about to undergo treat- 
ment, open wide each drawer and closet, 
and hang the contents over chairs or upon 
clothes-horse brought into-the room for the 
occasion, Take a piece of gum camphor (as 
‘large as a hazel-nut for an ordinary room 
as large asa walnut for a room 20 by 16), put 
it in an iron pot or upon an iron stand, Set 
fire tothe camphor. It burns very fierce- 
ly, so setitata safe distance from furni- 
ture or hangings. The middle of the room 
is the best place for it, unless this be di- 
rectly under a chandelier, in which case it 
can be placed more towards the side, as 
the heat is apt to injure the gilaing or 
bronze, The dense smoke soon penetrates 
every nook and corner, and suffocates 
every insect that inhales it. Canary birds 
or goldfish are to be carried from the room 
before beginning operations, and as soon as 
the camphor begins to burn the operator 
may leave the room, as, provided she has 
taken the above precautions, there will be 
no danger of fire spreading. The camphor 
will burn from a quarter to half an hour, 
but it can be extinguished at any moment 
by placing over it a stove lid or the cover 
of the pot, Let the smoke remain in the 
room abour halfan hour, then open the 
windows wide, leaving them ao all day. 
Attera fow hours’ airing, the traces of 
smoke will beacarcely noticeable, All the 
rooms can be treated thus in succession or 
all atonce, care being taken to guard 
against fire. 


Flower Notes. 


If one wants a very brilliant and showy 
bed, where there will be flowers till the 


coming of frost, select the nasturtium. 
This plant is easily geown from seed, re- 
quires only an ordinary soil, begins to 
blossom when quite small, and improves 
with age,

CANADA'S MINERAL PRODUCTION. | 


Tho Productice of Mineral Substances in 
1894 was the Largest on Record. 

It has often been remarked that for o 
country 80 rich in minerals as Canada is 
reputed to be the returns of produot do not 
make a very brave showing. The report 
of the mining department of the Geological 
survey on the production of mineral 
stances during 1894 goes 


sub- 
to indicate that 
the reproach may before long be taken 
away, In year of slow trade generally 
the mining men and their associated work- 
ers in the earth's materials increased their 
total output by over 9 per cent. It is to 
be noted, however, that, in apite of much 
booming of gold and silver fields, the 
humble brick maker at his clay bank con- 
tributes more to the wealth of the country 
than the digger for more precious eubstanc- 
es, and in the value of the output, which is 
set down at $1,800,000,is exceeded only by 
the coal miner, who runs upagrand total of 
production of 3,853,235 tons, valued at $8- 
447,329, and by the nickel producer who, 
turning out 4,907,430 pounds of metal is 
credited with 2,061,120, The total value 
of metallic produc tsis given as 
$4,633,389. To this total gold gath- 
ered in Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, 
British Columbia and the Yukon county 
contributed $954,451, the quantity being 
52,992 ounces. The copper product, 8,481,- 
685 pounds, was worth $805,760, and the 
649,586 ounces of silver is set down for 
$409,239, The iron ore product was 109,- 
991 tons, and was practically all converted 
into pig iron, yielding 49,967 tons, valued 
at the mines at $64¢,447. Chromic ore, the 
deposits of which in several parts of Quebec 
province have lately attracted newspaper 
attention, was produced to the value of 
$36,946, lead to the extent of $188,262,and 
platinum to the amount of $1,000, In the 
non-metallic list of mineral products 
petroleum heads the list with $835,322, 
asbestos coming next with $320,825, follow- 
ed by natural gas with $313,754, gypsum 
with $202,031, and salt with $170,637. The 
mineral water industry is credited with an 
output of $95,040, and mica with $50,000. 
Phosphates only amounted to $43,940. 
Amoug structural materials building stone 
is set down for $1,200,000, lime for $900,000, 
sewer pipe for $250,325, and drainage tiles 
for $200,000. The total value of all mineral 
productions since 1886, aa gathered by the

Lho ‘trimming’ of the grain in tho 
holds is an important part of its storage. 
After soveral thousand bushels have 
streamed into the hald, a dozen or more 
men*are delegated to shoyel the down- 
pouring column in between tho vessel's 
beams, a job for which they are paid at 
the rato of ono cont a minute. In yessels_ 
of tho Cunard stripe, it takes between 
12,000 and 15,000 bushels to fill a hold, 
and these yessels average 50,000 bushels in 
the total cargo, Ships carrying grain 
alone can take as high as 125, 000-bushels, 
and when it is considered that from 4,000 
to 7,000 bushels can bo stored in an hour, 
every forty bushels weighing anton, an 
idea can bo had of the forco of the torrent 
directed into the vessel. 

Large vessels hayo four or five holds, 
and 4 distinetion is made in storing the 
cargo in thom. Grain, from its compact 
and dead weight, is reserved mostly for 
the centre of the Vessel, while cured pro- 
visions are packed as far forward and as 
far aft as possible, for their better pres- 
ervation from tho heat of the ship's fires. 
In some yessels, like the great Cunarders, 
whicl) carry passengers as well as freight, 
the heaviest weight is stored in the low- 
est hold; this is to steady the vessel and 
is called in the technical parlance of the 
stevedore, ‘‘stiffening’’ the ship. It takes 
about 1,500 tons to ‘‘stiffon’’ a great Cun- 
ardor, and when this is done the lower 
hold is fastened and battened down and 
work is begun on the next.

Rothschild and the Artist. 

Dining on one occasion with Baron 
James de Rothschild, Eugene Delacroix, 
the famous French painter, confessed that 
for some time past he had vainly sought 
a head sezve as a model for that of a 
beggar in a painting on which he was 
then engaged, und that as he gazed at his 
host’s features the idea suddenly struck 
him that tho yery head he desired was be- 
fore him, Rothschild, being a great ad- 
mirer of art, veadily consented to sit for 
him as a beggar. ‘The next day at the 
studio Delacroix placed a tunic round his 
shoulders, put a stout staff in his hand 
and made him pose as if he were resting 
on the steps of an ancient Roman temple. 
In this attitude he was discovered by 
one of the artist’s favorite pupils, who, 
struck by the surpassing excellence of the 
model, congratulated his master on) 
haying at last found exactly what he 
wanted. 

Naturally concluding tho model had 
only just been brought in from some 
chureh porch, he seized an opportunity, 
when his master’s eyes were turned, to 
slip a piece of money into the beggar’s 
hand. Baron Rothschild thanked him 
with a look and kept the money. The 
pupil soon quitted the studio. In answer 
to inguiries made Delacroix told tho 
baron that the young man_ possessed 
talont, but no means. Shortly afterward 
the young fellow received a letter stating 
that charity bears interest, and that tho 
accumulated interest on the amount he 
had so generously given to one whom ho 
supposed to be w beggar was represented 
by tho sum of 10,000 francs, which was 
lying at his disposal at the Rothschild

Mollusks as Purifiers of Water, 
Charles Hedley, in the Journal of Mala- 
cology, says: ‘A use, novel to me, of pond 
snails by the Chinese silk-growers is des- 
cribed in an official work which caught 
my eye by chance.

‘The water used for reeling silk is taken 
from mountain streams, as being the 
cleanest; the water from wells is never 
used; and if mountain water caunot be 
had, viver water is taken, which is cleaned 
by putting a pint of live shell-fish to one 
jar of water, ‘here isa special kind of 
shell fish, called the pure water shell-fish

Chicago Drainage Canal. 


Diversion of an Important Public 


Waterway. 

An enormous undertaking, which has 
passed somewhat unnoticed, but will be 
of far roaching and very injurious con- 
sequence to all lake and River ports on 
tho St. Lawrence as far cast as Quebec, 
has now been under construction for the 
past three years at an expense so far of 
$10,000,000, and before completion at an 


additional outlay of over fifteen millions. 
The city of Chicago in order to dispose 
of its sewer filth footing this enormous 
bill of expense.

» Canal will turn a con- 
siderable quantity of water of the Great 
Lakes into the River Mississippi, it will 
be an open channel, 160 feet wide at the 
bottom, and 18 feet deep on locks, with 
appliances in reserve for deepening it 
still more in future, as the city of Chic- 
ago increases in population. 1t will dis- 
charge into the Mississippi ten thous- 
and cubic feet per second, about 9 per 
cent. of the water now flowing through 
Niagara River. It will one foot 
the water of the Mississippi at St.Louis, 

Lakes Michigan and-Huron are prac- 
tically on the same water level about 
580 feet above the Lake Erie is 8 
feet lower; Lake Superior 20 feet higher 
but independent of the other Lakes. 
The first three lakes are so delicately 
poised that only four feet of rock and 
two of gravel at Chicago, prevent them 
from spilling over into the Mississippi 
Valley at high water mark. An elev:

of same amount at Chicago would re- 
verse the drainage or running of the 
water course and make the four lakes 
empty into the Mississippi. 

The cities along the lower lakes and 
the large shipping companies are gradu- 
ally awakening to a consideration of the 
possible effects of this canal in lowering 
the level of the lakes and river St. Law- 
rence and the waters in the harbors and 
channels, which have been deepened at 
enormous expense to meet the require- 
ments of commerce, not forgetting the 
eighty million dollars expended on the 
Canadian canal system, and several 
millions more for the deepening of Lake 
St. Peter, all of which will be incalcul- 
ably impaired if this canal is allowed to 
proceed and be completed.

GREAT STORMS IN THE UNITED STATES 


About Sixty Lives Reported Lost. 


A terrible storm of wind and rain, ac- 
companied in some places by hail, is re- 
ported from many of the western states, 
and extending across the southern states 
as far east as Georgia. ‘The storm be- 
gan at the most western points on Thurs- 
day, and extended eastward on Fri- 
day and Saturday, doing immense dam- 
age, and causing the loss of many lives. 
On Sunday the storm extended still}far- 
ther east to Illinois and Wisconsin, 
causing considerable loss in these states. 

There was a tremendous downpour of 
rain causing floods which destroyed 
crops and caused widespread -devasta- 
tion. Many lives are reported lost in 
Missouri, Kansas, and other points, 
The storm at many places took the form 
of a destructive cyclone,sweeping every-

The Cleveland Chamber of Commerce 
and other lake cities have petitioned the 
Secretary of War at Washirgton to in- 
vestigate the matter and ascertain what 
effect the canal will -really have in or- 
der that means may be instituted for 
the protection of interests at stake. It is 
not an easy matter to determine how 
much the diversion of 10,000 cubic feet 
of water (or 5 per cent. per second) will 
reduce the level of the discharging 
stream, and also that of the lakes and 
River St. Lawrence, but Major Ruffner 
estimates that the diversion of 5 per 
cent. of water flowing into Lake Erie 
will probably reduce it lower by nine 
inches and as Chicago increases in pop- 
ulation, necessitating to provide for the 
requirements of the increase—a wider 
and deeper canal will correspondingly 
reduce the lake and river level still 
more. 

It is very apparent that this sanitary 
canal undertaking by Chicago at fabu- 
lous expense, has an ulterior object in 
view. When completed it will mark 
the practical accomplishment of that 
long-cherished dream, insuring « ship 
channel through which large ocean 
steamships will reach the port of 
Chicago by way of New Orleans, the 
Mississippi and this canal. When this 
great work is fully completed it is es- 
timated that fully 15 to 20 per cent. of 
the water of the great lakes will pass 
into the Illinois River, and thence into 
the Mississippi, making both navigable 
at all times of the year to the largest 
vessels and ocean steamers. An im- 
mense European trade will pass by New 
Orleans instead of down the lakes and 
River St. Lawrence. To properly ac- 
complish this locks are contemplated to 
carry ships past the rapids on the Mis- 
sippi at various places. 

These estimates of the lowering of 
the water in the lakes and river as 
above stated are put dowar rather low, 
at least when compared with figures 
given in a communication which 
appeared in the Canadian Engineer by 
an eminent authority, Mr, C. Baillairge, 
City Engineer of Quebec.

Dwellings, fences and 
farm buildings were carried off, and 
wagon and railroad bridges swept away. 
The greatest burden falls upon the far- 
mers, as the season is too far spent to 
plant new crops, and suffering must 
surely follow. 

Chicago, Ill., July 8.—Despatches 
from many points in the central and 
northern portions of Illinois and south~- 
ern Wisconsin, tell of furious storms. 
The weather all through the state was 
oppressively hot all day yesterday, and 
the storm came with remarkable sud- 
denness towards evoning. It is feared 
that when the returns are all in it will 
be found that there was Rance loss of 
life than already reported. At Savan- 
nah, Llinois, the storm had almost the 
proportions of a cyclone. 

Delevan, Wis.,July 8.—The most’ de- 
structive rain and wind storm that ever 
visited this locality came last night. 
The wind blew down houses and barns, 
uprooted trees, and blew up corn fields, 
On the south shore of Delavan lake the 
devastation was great, The wind was 
accompanied by « deluge of rain, and 
great hailstones that broke windows and 
levelled fields of grain. The roads and 
fields are strewn with the debris of 
trees, fences and buildings.

Another and important use to which 
skimmed milk can be put isin feeding to 
calves, Asa rule, farmers should raise 
enough heifers to keep their dairies in good 
supply, as it will be much better than 
purchasing cows for this purpose, After 
the first week or two skimmed milk can be 
made to form the principal part of their 
diet. A smallamount of wheat middlings 
or linseed oil added will be a help, and as 
the animale get old enouvh they should be 
furnished with what nice, early cut hay 
they will eat, Thus fed until several 
monthe old, they will get a fine start and 
with prover care afterward will grow to 
make fine heifers and cows for the dairy. 
A’ farmer should take interest and pride in 
this part of his work,and,rightly managed,

Dairying is the leading industry and 
along with this, or resulting from it, the 
keeping of swine is made a specialty. 
Breeding and feeding first-class pigs for 
on upon a large 
svale, This man finds that the largest 
profit can be obtained from the skimmed 
milk when fed to the pigs in connection 
with grain—wheat middlings mostly. If 
he has milk enough fur ten pigs, then 
would keep fifteen or more and make up 
with the grain. Whis he says makes a 
better ration than the milk alone, In 
this way he grows and fattens fine pigs 
and calculates he gets about twenty-five 
cents per 100 pounds for the skimmed 
milk. With the keeping of so many swine 
a large amount of manure is made to which 
the farm is responding in greatly increased 
products, 

The average flock of poultry kept on the 
farm will make a good use of quite au 
amount of skimmed milk, returning a 
profit fully as great as when fed to calves 
or pigs. So from all the ways mentioned 
for the disposition of skim milk on the 
farm, it may be safely concluded that 
little need go to waste, and that where 
properly managed it can be turned to good 
account, helping by so much, although in- 
directly, to increase the receipts from the 
dairy and so make this industry more 
self-sustaining and profitable,

Morray and Cleveland nevor did one dol- 
lar’s worth of work themselves, but had it 
done by American contractors with plant 
brought into the country in competition 
with Canadian plant, At the time the 
work was given to/Messrs. Marks and 
Macdonald there were’no other dredges on 
Lake Superior available for the work, The 
contract was given to the only Canadian 
firm able to undertake it at the time.

GOLD GUARDED BY INSECTS. 


Priceless Nuggets Surrounded by Swarms 
of Mosquitoes--The Plague Drives Work- 
ers Away. 

Gold in plenty may be found in the sands 
of the Volador River—a stream of moder- 
ate volume that comes tumbling from the 
snow line of the Sierra de St. Martha in 
South America—but though the lowland 
region and the river bed where the precious 
metal abounds in fabulous quantities are 
easily accessible, the mosquitoes are 80 
thick and terrible there that all attempts 


failed. 

Elisee Reclusa, the celebrated French 
geographer, was tlie first to explore the 
plain abou® the Volador's mouth. It seemed 
like an earthly paradise at first, and the 
stinging insects were no more numerous 


than one might have expected. Butas the 
rainy season came on and the air grew hot 
and humid the mogquitoes appeared in in-

ABANDON HIS PROJECT. 


He was the discuverer of this wonderful 
stream, whose waters sweep over sands 
that are literally golden, He told the news 
to the French Vice-Conaul at Rio Haoha, 
and this official obtained the concession of 
this Elorado, The dangers he was to en- 
counter he knew perfectly well. He took 

ith him when he set out an ingeniously 
constructed gauze tent of large dimensions. 
For two days he tried to live under its 
shelter and watch the opsrations of hia 
workmen, who toiled in the stifling heat, 
clothed in thick garments, and protected 
by heavy boots, gloves and veils, At the 
end of the second day, however, both em- 
ployer and employees with one accord gave 
up the struggle and retreated, 

The next to try to wring fortune from 
these auriferous sands wae an Italian, who 
obtained permission from the Vice-Consul 
referred to above. ‘The Italian laughed at 
the idea of mosquitoes driving any one 
away from a place where gold could be 
picked up almost by the handful. He 
started out with a party of six who shared 
with him hia belief, and so they took along 
no special protection against the insects, 
They endured for lesa than half an hour 
the awful torture and then fled. They 


THEY WER# BLIND, 
The sixth’s face was a sight to behold, and 
he had to pick out the pathway with the 
aid of one eye, which the mosquitoes had 
not entirely closed. 

Yet there are human beings who can 
venture with impunity into this hell whose 
guardian demons are mosquitoes, and these 
are some of the savage natives of the monn- 
tains from whose rocky steeps the river 
comes tumbling down, These savages who 
are mosquito proof are rendered so by their 
bodies being covered with the scales of 
that awful disease leprosy. Strange to say, 
the mosquitoes will not touch them. But 
neither gold nor the gaude of civilization 
will tempt them to labor, and there is no 
human power, apparently, which will drag 
them on from their rude caves on the 
mountain side and make them labor for the 
white men. 

Itis an old and true saying that one 
might as woll try to get along without furs 
in the Arctic regions as without mosquito 
neta in the tropics, Mosquito nets seem to 
have been of little avail, however, in the 
instances related. The insects are said to 
have beon both unusually large ond unusu- 
ally venomous, and they como in such 
myriads that they bad the appearance of a 
mist hanging over the wators of tho river,

Electric vs. Stone Roads. 


© Martin Dodge has in the July North 
American a short but interesting contri- 
bution to the discussion on good roads, 
Mr. Dodge points ont that a ton of 
freight can be moved 1.000 miles on the 
great lakes or 250 miles by steam rail- 
way for the same cost that is involved 
in carrying it for one mile by wagon 
over ordinary roads. It is, he says, be- 
cause of the small cost of transportation 
= by rail and water, and of the enormous 
expense incurred in wagon carriage, that 
so much capital and attention have been 
devoted to improving the modern meth- 
od of transport and that the old-fashion- 
ed country roads have been neglected.

Government ts most unwilling to take any 
action which can be interpreted as fore- 
Stalling or precluding such a desirable 
consummation. The Government has 
also considered the difficulties to be met 
with in preparing and perfecting legisla- 
tion on so important and intricate a 
question during the last hours of the 
session. ‘he Goyermment has therefore 
decided not to ask Parliament to deal 
With remedial legislation during the 
present session. A communication will’ 
be sent immediately to the Manitoba 
Goyernment on the subject, with a view 
to ascertaining whether the Government 
is disposed to make a settlement of the 
question which will be reasonably satis- 
factory to the minority of that proyince 
withont making it necessary to call into 
requisition the powers of the Dominion 
Parliament.

CHRISTIANS IN PERIL. 


Missionaries in Chingin Danger of Their 
Lives—A General Outbreak. 


Victoria, B. C., July 6.—The steamer 

Empress of India brings the following 
advices from Tokio, Japan, up to Jonte21: 
The sol» attention of the foreign residents 
in China is now foctissed upon the anti- 
missionary riots in the Sechuan proyince, 
and it is feared the imssinaires are in dan- 
ger of their lives. A numbcr of natives 
and Roman Catholics have been murder- 
ed and in Chen-J'u alone $5,000,000 worth 
of property has been destroyed. The en- 
tire French mission. 650 years old, has 
beon annihilated, and the occupants, among 
whom ere several ladies, are in doadly 
peril, although the Pekin authorities say 
they will protect them. 
Tho French enyoy accuses the Szechuan 
Viceroy, Lieu-Ping-Chang, with instigat- 
ing the outbreak, he haying been hostile 
to the foreigners during tho past nine 
years, tis said his aim is to close his 
eer by delivering a crushing blow 
against the objects of his hatred.

CANADA A LAND OF SURPRISES. 


More Latent Stores of Wealth Thanin any 
Other Ce try In the World. 
Thoro is no country In the wido world 
which so much can be accomplished 
in the Inst decade of the century, for the 
| benefit of mankind, as in Canada, This 
Jisa brond statement; but when the pro- 
gross made In the United States in the 
twenty yours preceding Is recalled, a 
measure is afforded by which to judge 
}what might be accomplished tn Canada 
if the same conditions are allowed to 
provall, If, thorefore, this same rolative 
progress can be made in Canada as in the 
United States no greater achioyement in 
the shapo of growth and doyelopment can 
}take place in tho world at large than 
will be shown on the northern part of the 
continent in tho noxt ten years. 

Canada is peculiarly a land of sur- 
| prises, and possesses re latent stores of 
wealth-producing power than any other 
country in the world. Asido from her 
great possessions in five thousand miles 
of const-line fishorios, hor almost limitless 
timber regions, her ninety-soven thouand 
squaro miles of coal, hor vast iron de- 
posits, hor silvor and gold minos, she has 
other minerals ina variety nowhere else 
to bo found. This is instanced in the 
matter of nickel, of which deposits are 
now found to be of enormous proportions, 
and which motal is likely to bo brought 
into uso to a dogreo never before dreamed 
of. The latest and best development in 
this line are tho tests in armour-plates at 
Annapolis, and subsequently at Pitts- 
burg, by which it is ascertained that an 
alloy of nickel with stecl will make guns 
unburstible; and armour-plate impene- 
trable. Much that has been hoped for in 
the aluminum, which in the dim dis- 
tanco has been dreamed possible, nickel 
will immediately perform in strength, 
density, and perfection of the metal. In 
asbestos, mica, gypsum, phosphates, 
platinum, and the numerous other min- 
erals, Canada abounds; but all these are 
unimportant compared with her food pro- 
ducing forces. For itis a fact already 
dawning upon the minds of thinking 
men, that the exhaustion of arable lands 
Within the Union itself threatens within 
m yory bricf period to make this vast 
country, agricultural as it is, dependent 
upon outside sources for supplics\of food. 
Vast areas beyond the borders, like the 
Valley of the Saskatchewan, which Lord 
Selkirk said would sustain a population 
of thirty millions, are available in Can- 
ada; and itis from this source that the 
gerat wheat-supplies must be had for the 
food of the people, for the employment of 
transportation facilities, the manufacture 
of flour, and the creation of new markets. 
So that what occurs in the next ten years 
in Canada has a direct bearing upon the 
future food supply of the United States. 
If within {fifty years the population of 
this country will. as it is claimed, reach 
two hundred and fifty millions, and if 
the wheat areas have already reached 
thelr limit in the northern ticr, from 
what other source is the supply of the 
bread of the world to be had, except the 
provision which Nature has made in that 
singular conjunction, whereby in the 
most northern latitudes the longest sum- 
mer days prevail, with the fructifying in- 
fluencos resulting from constant exuda- 
tion of frost from the ground beneath ?— 
The Independent. 


The Great Wall of China. 

Authorities differ as to the exact date 
when the great wall of China was built, 
but the concensus of opinion appears to 
be that it was begun, at least, in the reign 
of the Emperor Che-Hwaug-Te, the found- 
er of the l’sin dynasty, who ascended the 
throne in 281 B.C., and died 210 B.C. 
There does not seem to be any renson for 
doubting its actual existence. It is true 
that the late Carter Harrison, of Chicago, 
when visiting China in 1886, wrote home 
that he was inclined to look upon it as a 
myth. Subsequently a paragraph went 
the round of the papers, copied from the 
London ‘Vimes of August 5, 1887, which 
attempted to show onthe anthority of 
Abbe Larrien that the great wall “does 
notand never did exist,” that there are, 
indeed, “square towers of earth faced with 
brick at considerable distance from exch 
other, but these w never joined to- 
gether as was originally intended.” This 
paragraph called out a lively controversy 
which was settled in favorof the wall. 
Among others H. S. Ashbee wrote to 
Notes and Querie ng that he him- 
self had seen the great wall, that he hud 
climbed upon it, and, though he had never 
meusured it nor traveled along it forany 
great length, he could bear ocular eyi- 
dence that it extended from the point 
where he stood upon it in astraight line, 
unbroken save in plices where it has 
been allowed to fall into decay, as far as 
the eye conld reach in either direction. 
“While crossing the Gulf of Lino Tong I 
plainly saw, from thedeck of the steamer, 
where the great wall started from the sea, 
Further, in the same part of China, but 
unconnected with the great wall, I ob- 
served the square towers in question.” 


A Frenely Auction. 

The French mode of conducting auctions 
is rather curions. In sales of importance 
the affair is placed in the hands of a no- 
tary, who, for the time being, becomes an 
auctioneer. The auctioneer is provided 
with a number of small wax tapers, each 
capable of burning about five minutes. 
As soon as a bid is male, one of these tap- 
ers is placed in full view of all interested 
parties aud lighted. If, before it expires, 
another bid is offered, it is immediately 
extinguished and a fresh taper placed in 
its stead, and so on until one flickers and 
dies out of itself, when the last bid be- 
comes irrevocable, ‘This simple plan pre- 
vents all contention among rival bidders, 
and affords reasonable time for reflection 
before making « higher offer than the one 
preceding.

Tn this day creams, ices and sherbots are 
turned out #o delicate, dainty and delicious 
that itis no amall feat to construct an op- 
position to them dircotly in the household. 
Tt can be dono, nevertholess, though at tho 
cost of some trouble until the ropes are 
thoroughly learned and the artof mixing 
completely understood, Yet there ia no 
branch of oulinary science that pays better 
for its acquisition in material comfort than 
to have on these hot and boiling nights a 
great dish of frozen fruits, a mould of hard 
cold cream, or a pitcher of delicately 
flavored sherbet carried in to visitors in the 
hands of an aproned maid, 

Creams and ices made at home, neverthe 
ese, are seldom a success, for the reas0n— 
and itis necessary to state it emphatically 
—that there the art is not understood. 
Yetcreams and ices are wonderfully cheap 
ifmade athome. Bought, they are a rather 
expensive luxury to all who have not es-

Be careful to 
make fresh tea after breaktast with freshly 
boiled water. When it has steeped long 
enough to be s\eoug pour off the liquid into 
a large pitcherand set in a cool place, 
When ready to be served put numerous 
pieces of ico in a goblet with a little powder- 
ed sugar and two thin slices of lemon, over 
which pour the tea. Por iancheon or 
seven o'clock supper there is nothing more 
refreshing than to have a glass filled with 
ced tea at each cover. 

To Cook Bananas—Bananas are being 
more and more used in cookery and maka 
delicious sweets. An excellent recipe for 
a compote of bananas is to peel and alice 
the fruit and lay it in a dish ; have ready 
a thin syrap, made by boiling halfa pound 
of loaf sugar with a gill of water, flavoring 
this to ait taste with liquor, wine, rum, 
lemon or orange juice ; pour this syrup 
while quite hot on the fruit, and atand the 
latter aside until cold ; then leave it on ice 
till nearly frozen, and serve plain or with 
whipped cream. 

Green Salad.—Get the head of 
lettuce you can, properly hoaded and white 
with as few green leaves as possible, Wash

AN AFRICAN RAILWAY. 


Abandoned By the Bast African Com- 
pany. w to Be Bullt By the British 
Government, 


The Contral African railway from Mom- 
basa to Lake Victoria, which the British 
East African Company began aud dropped, 
has been taken up by the British Govern- 
ment and sanctioned by the Imperial 
Parliament as a public undertaking. It is 
five hundred miles as the crow flies from 
Mombasa to Lake Victoria, and the route 
is a very difficult one from an engineering 
pointof view. The railway seems neces- 
sary, however, if the British are to be in a 
position to hold the Nile Valley against 
the French and Belgians, who are trying 
to establish themselves in it. With a 
railway to Lake Victoria it would be com- 
paratively easy for Great Britain to gradu- 
ally extend her power down to Khartoum 
and Berber by way of the Nile, There is 
clear navigation in high water from Gondo- 
koro, in the equatorial province of 
Khartoum and even Berber, and with a 
railway between the enst coast and Lake 
Victoria it would be comparatively easy to 
build, equip and man gunboats on the Nile 
which would convey barges with forces to 
which no effective resistance could be offer- 
ed. The effect upon central Africa of such 
a railway can hardly be estimated. The 
people of Uganda are among the strongest 
and most intelligent of all the African 
races ; what the Japanoseare to the Chinese, 
Mr. Stanley says the Waganda are to the 
other peoples of central Africa, Railway 
transporiation would go far to abolish the 
slave trade between the great lakes and the 
east coast, forthe slave traderests primarily 
upon the need for transportation.

Losses from Lightning. 


A report just issued by the United States 
Weather Bureau brings the statistivs of the 
question of losses from lightning up to the” 
end of 1894, In that year 336 persons were 
killed by lightning in the United States 
and 351 severely injured. In the fewyears 
covered by the bureau's reports the fatali- 
ties have been increasing. In 1893 the 
number of deaths from lightning was 209 
in 1892, 251 ;in 1891, 204; and about 120 
in 1890, In 1894, 268 barns, fifty-five 
churches and 261 dwellings and a number 
of oil tanks, elevators, etc., were struck by 
lightning and damaged or destroyed. It 
appears that the risk is about five times 
ia in the country thau in the city, 

rdinary dwelling houses in the cities need 
little protection, but the bureau’s experts 
are of the opinion that all barns and exposed 
buildings should have lightning rods. 
Sheets of iron are as good or better for 
this purpose than rods of iron or copper. 
It appeare that the Southeastern or South- 
ern States are the most frequently visited 
by thunder storms, the area of maximum 
frequency being about Louisiana; while 
the area of least frequency is on the New 
England coast. The most dangerous places 
for persons during storm are stated by 
reports to be under trees, in the doorways 
of barns, close to cattle and horses, and 
by chimneys and fireplaces, Any one who 
keeps note of the location of people killed 
by lightning will have observed that the 
places named above aré the most dangerous 
and will embrace probably three-fourths of 
the fatalities, As on agency of deatruction 
the statistics show that lightning is not so 
seriously to be considered ag it is; but the 
dread of it is nevertheless so general and 
acute aniong mankind as to make a study 
of the ways to avoid danger by electricians 
of eome importance.

in September, 1874, little more than twenty 
years ago, One ot those largely instrumen- 
tal in affecting this change, which 
transferred the supreme power from an ex- 
cannibal monarch to a British official 
representing her Majesty’s Government, 
wae Mr. (afterward Sir) John Bates Thurs- 
ton, at present Governor of Fiji and High 
Commissioner for che Western Pacitic. Mr. 
Thurston, who is the eldest son of the late 
Jobn Noel Thurston, of Bath, and belongs 
to one of the oldest families in the United 
Kingdom, wat born January 31, 1836, and 
in early life went to sea,reaching Australia 
in 1853, when he was 17 years of age, In 
Sydney, young Thurston heard ao great 
deal concerning the romantic and then little 
known Pacific islands, the scenes of some 
of Lovis Becke’s most fascinating narratives 
and the future destinies of which were so 
largely atfeoted by Mr. Thuraton’s action 
and policy, 

Ip 1863 Mr, Thurston arranged on ex- 
ploring expedition to several groups of 
islands, but in 1364 his vessel was wrecked 
during a hurricane off the coast of Rotuma, 
now a British crown colony, and the whole 
of his botanical collections, photographs, 
journals, etc., lost. After a delay of several 
months, no vessel being proourable, Mr 
Thurston reached Fiji, where he was in- 
vited by the British Consul, Capt, Henry 
M. Jones, V. C., to join the. consular etaft, 
with a view to becoming acting Consul, 
In 1867 Lord Stanley appointed Mr, 
Thurston British Consul in Fiji, It was 
about this time that British settlers, 
attracted by the high prices obtained for 
Figian cotton, began flocking iato Fiji, 
where they endeavored to set up o law for 
themselves. For about four years the time 
of Mr. Thurston was fully occupied in main- 
taining order in aland where there were no 
laws and no law courts, He accompanied 
Cukaubau—the name is variously spelt— 
when the latter, then the most powerful 
chiefin Fiji, with astrong force invaded 
Na Viti Levu for the purpose of 

PUNISHING THE MURDERERS 
of a missionary, the Rev, Thomas Baker, 
and his native followers. 

Ie 1871, during the absence of Mr. 
Thurstop, who had relinquished his consular 
duties in order to became a cotton-planter, 
Cakaubau was induced by a number of 
white settlers to proclaim himself King of 
Fiji,and establish a government. This step 
however, instead of securing law and order, 
resulted in riot und confusion,during which 
it was threatened to burn Levuka, which 
had become the Fijian capital. Mr, Thur- 
ston lost no time in returning to Fiji, where 
he was invited to take charge of the native 
administration, the néxt greatest chief in 
Fiji promising to join Cakaubau in support- 
ing him, But it was found tmpossible to 
control the white population, oager to gain 
possession of the soil and reduce the natives 
to a state of slavery ; and, finally, he made 
such strong representations to the British 
Government that Fiji,with the full consent 
of the leading chiefs, was made a crown 
colony. Since then, the history of Mr. 
Thuraton (who was made a K. C. M. G, in 
1897) bas been that of Fiji, He was several 
times iotrusted with the Government of 
Fiji bet ore being appointed Governor, which 
ottice he now holds, with that of High 
Commissioner and Consul General for the

Now, if 
the brothers may have had something to 
gain by the resurrection of their sister, 
the cousins gained nothing, but were at 
the expenso of ‘fmuch good cheer.’ 
Again, this shadow was obliged to be- 
guile the wholo town of Orleans, where 
Jeanne d’Are was intimately well kaown 
to everybody above the age of twelve. 
Tho impostor was welcomed by gentle- 
men who had seen the truc maid at tho 
coronation in Rheims. Finally, she rode 
‘boot to boot’’ beside the Marechal de 
Rais, as Jeanne d’Are had often ridden 
six years before. 

For the impostor, unlike Perkin War- 
beck, enjoyed no adyantage from long 
lapse of time and confusion of memories. 
The maid’s brothér had charged beside 
her at Compiegne in 1430; the town of 
Orleans had entertained the maid in 1430, 
yet both the city and the brothers ac- 
cepted the shadow in 1436! The burning 
of the true maid had beon witnessed by 
tens of thousands of people on May 30, 
1431; nevertheless the autumn of 1436 saw 
tho falso maid accepted by the very people 
who knew the true maid best. Mysteri- 
ous in her origin, the false Pucelle evades 
us in her decline. 

Wo lose sight of her forever in 1457. It 
is only certain that all domestic and ofti- 
cial belief in her must haye expired with 
the reversal of the judgment of the Court 
of Rouen, by the Inquisition, in the pre- 
vious year. Tho whole affair is the most 
inscrutable of historical romances, and is 
complicated by some slight inaccuracies 
and confusions of learned modern French 
historians. To them and to their diligent 
researches in archives we owe all our in- 
formation, yet it must be said that they 
occasionally 1Aislead or perplex us by 
making errors not very difficult to avoid. 

Monsieur Vignier says that the Due do 
Grammont has been surprised by his 
maintaining that Joanne was not burned. 
His authority for his scepticism is the 
extract from the Metz Chronicle discoyer- 
ed by his brother Pere Vignicr, and 
copied out for him by o notary royal, as 
early as March, 1645. This famous extract 
may be abridged to tho following effect: 

On May 20, 1436, la Puce'le Jeanne 
arrived at La Grange aux Ormes, near 
St. Privay. Thonco sho was taken to seo 
somo noblemen at Motz, ‘‘et so faisoit ap- 
peler Claude.’’ ; 

That same day camo two of the maid's 
brothers, Pierre du Las, o knight, and 
Potit Jehan, an esquire. They thought 
that their sister had been burned but, as 
soon as they saw this woman, thoy re- 
cognized her, as sho did thom. Presents 
of arms, horses and jewels were conferrod 
on this false Pucelle, who passed into 
Luxembourg, where she was entertaiped 
at Arlop, by Mime. do Luxombourg— 
Elizabeth of Gorlitz. Thence the Count 
of Warnonbourg (Wurtemberg) led her 
to Cologne; he loyed her much, and gavo 
hor a very fair cuirass, (Some of the 
gentlomon who welcomed this false maid 
had scen Jeanno d’Are at Rhoimis, says

SUBSIDENCE OF THE GREAT LAKES, 


Year by year lately there has been a 
steady fall in the level of water in the 
lakes, until now the subsidence ha 
tained alarming 


at 


proportions. By 
where yessels are stranding, and wo 
hear of shoals and rocks being revealed 
at places where none such were before 
thought to exist. Entries to harbors 
have become shallow, the canals are not 
as deep by several feet as when built, 
wharf-tops have been left so high that 
they must be cut down to be of any use. 
At first the subsidence was offset by an 
ensuing corresponding rise of the wa- 
ters; but careful observers, among them 
many sage mariners, noted that this re- 
rising was always a few inches short of 
regaining the former level. They shook 
their heads in perplexity, and said ;— 

‘It’s rain we want; we must have 
rain.” 

In vain did the meteorological men 
point out that the average rainfall had 
not diminished. 

“Tf, then,” quoth the sages, ‘it has 
not diminished, it must increase, or in a 
few years our lakes will be dried up.” 

As time progressed the fall of the level 
became more rapid and it was extraor-

A Steamship Wrecked. 
The steamship Mexi 
from Montre 
day, July 4 
of Belle | 


0, Which sailed 
al on the morning of Thurs- 
» Was wrecked in the Straits 
of Be sle on Sunday afternoon, July 
to Nhe Mexico which is commanded 
y Captain Daly, was proceeding slow- 
ly through the Straits in a dense fog. 
Suddenly, and without a moment's 
Warning, the Mexico struck the sharp 
rocks. Almost immediately her bow 
settled in twenty-two feet of water, 
while at her stern there is ten feet in 
her hold. Part of the crew, 86 in num- 
ber, Awere taken off by a passing vessel 
on Nhursday last, and bror ght to Mont- 
real, leaving Captain Daly and eight of 
the crew to protect the y and cargo 
from the fishermen of the y sinity. The 
crew of the Mexico state that their re- 
ception on tl rock-bound coast was 
anything but friendly. 'The natives, of 
which there were some fifty or sixty 
not only refused to give the ship- 
wrecked crew aid, but swarmed on 
board ind began plundering the crew 
and the ship, and cutting the throats of 
what cattle they could get hold of. 

The Mexico is valued at $200,000, and 
she was one~of the finest boats in the 
freight service. She was built by Har- 
ling and Wolf, in Belfast, in 1890, and 
is 845 feet long, 40 feet beam and 26 feet 
deep. She has triple expansion engines 
of 890 horse-power, and a water ballast 


dinarily sluggish to make any return to 
the old level. In spite of the heavy 
snows of last winter, unprecedented in 
most parts of North America, the lake 
levels did not rise, and at present they 
are appallingly low. 

This subsidence of the waters began 
on the upper lakes, which would seem 
natural if the theory is correct that it is 
caused by decreased precipitation. Sci- 
entists investigated and some of them 
came to the conclusion that the drop in 
the levels of the upper lakes was caused 
by the deepening of the connecting 
channels which has been done by Ameri- 
cans to accomodate the increased size of 
vessels. A peculiar phenomenon was 
that the level of Lake Erie was for a 
short time raised after which it subsid- 
ed rapidly, and fell far below its former 
standard. 

That the subsidence of the levels has 
taken place throughout the entire line 
of waterways is truly evident from the 
reports which captains bring from the 
St. Lawrence. Vessels have been com- 
ing and going down through the Mor- 
risburg Canal with a third less cargo 
than they could carry because the wa- 
ter in the lock is not much over six feet 
deep, whilst it should be nine feet deep 
if the, levels struck by the Dominion 
Government at the time of the construc- 
tion of the canal had been exact. One 
of the most delightful experiences of the 
trip to Montreal will shortly have to be 
abandoned if the water level continues 
to fall—that is, the running of the ra- 
pids. Captains of the steamers of the 
Richelieu & Ontario Navigation Com- 
pany say that in some places the chan- 
nel through the rapids is not much over 
six feet deep, and great caution has to 
be exercised in order to run the rapids 
safely.

508 cheese; Mr. R. J. Graham, 401 
cheese; Mr. P. W. McLagan 1657 
cheese ; Mr. William Niven, 414 cheese; 
A. G. McBean, 697 cheese; Mr. H. 
Crowe, 8291 bushels wheat; Dobell, 
Beckett & Co., 289 standards deals and 
boards. Her entire cargo is estimated 
at about $221,000 and will prove un- 
doubtedly a total loss.

The Mexico was fitted with special 
cold storage facilities. This was to have 
been an experimental trip which the 
Government has had under its care for 
some time. ‘The shipment of 897 pack- 
ages of butter was the feature of the 
voyage. 

A peculiar incident in connection 
with the sailing of the Mexico from 
Montreal was her desertion by the two 
cats which she was accustomed to 
carry. While she was drawing away 
from her dock on the morning of the 
fourth, the two Thomases bounded on 
to the deck and off the ship before any 
one could prevent it. An ill omen, the 
sailors Bade and so it proved.

I believe that 
the water is no more likely to again rise 
to its former level, of which we know, 
than it is for it to rise to the exceeding- 
ly high levels which Jwe can tell once 
ruled from the marks of erosion on the 
cliffs and bluffs and old beaches far 
above the present level; thus the soon- 
er our wharves and harbors are rear- 
ranged to suit the prevailing levels, or 
lower ones, so much the better for lake 
commerce.” 


The Effect of the Drouth.

prolonged drouth in 
this Province are becoming serious, In 
some districts in the western part of 
Ontario where the pastures are dried up 
for want of moisture, it said farmers 
are feeding green leaves of trees with 
chopped feed to their cattle, and in 
some cases liye stock are offered for sale 
ata sacrifice, owing to the scarcity of 
feed. ‘The price of millfeed has had a 
sharp advance, owing to scarcity, the 
mills not having been grinding much 
for some time, owing to the slow export 
demand for flow. The fact that the 
drouth has practically ruined the hay 
crop in most sections in the Province, 
and the fear that it will greatly dimin- 
ish the crop of wheat and coarse grains, 
has checked the demand for staple 
goods, which the country retailers 
usually order at this season, and the 
outlook for trade is much less encour- 
aging this week. The country dealers 
are not disposed to give liberal placing 
orders for the fall business till they can 
eta better idea of the extent of the 
crop damage and the effect of the drouth 
on dairy and other produce, They are 
pursuing a policy of greater caution in 
the matter of ordering goods, and so 
far the volume of trade done in fall dry 
goods is comparatively light.

sapphires, set separately, encircled by eight 
diamonds, Between each of these eight 
sapphires are eight festoons of eighteen 
diamonds each. 

Ip frontof the crown is a diamond Malt- 
ese oross,in the centre ot which glistens the 
famous ruby given to Edward I. by Don 
Pedro the Cruel. This is the stone which 
adorned the helmet of Henry V. at the 
battle of Agincourt. The centre of the 
ruby is hollowed out, and the space filled, 
in accordance with the Eastern custom, with 
a smaller ruby. The Maltese cross is 
formed of seventy-five aplendid diamonds, 
At each of the sides and at the back is 
a Maltese cross with emerald centres, con- 
taining respectively 132, 124, 130 sparkling 
diamonds, 

Level with the four Maltese crosses, and 
stationed between them,are four ornaments 
shaped like the fleur-de-lis, with four rubies 
in the centre,and surrounded by diamonds, 
containing 85,86, and 87 diamonds. From 
the Maltese crosses spring four imperial 
arches, composed of oak leaves and dia- 
monds, The leaves are formed of 728 
diamonds ; 32 pearls represent the acorns 
and 64 diamonds the oups, 

From the upper part of the imperial 
arches hang suspended four large pendant- 
shaped pearls set in diamond cups,each oup 
being formed of twelve diamonds,the stems 
from: each of the four hanging pearls being 
incrusted with twenty-four diamonds. 
Above the aréh is the moant, which ismade 
of 488 diamonds, The zone and aro are 
represented by thirty-three diamonds, On 
the summit of the throne is a cross, which 
has for its centre a rose-cut sapphire set in 
the centre of fourteen large diamonds, 

Altogether the crown compromises one 
large ruby, one large sapphire, twenty-six 


smaller sapphires, eleven emeralds, four 


rubies, 1,363 brilliants,1,273 rose diamonds, 
four pendent-shaped pearls, and 273 small.

AN ELASTIC NUT 


Which S8cems To Take the Place of the 
So-Called Lock-Nut, 


This ingenious device is designed to do 
away with the necessity of putting two 
nuts on a bolt that is to be kept tighcly in 
place. The old plan was to put on one 


nut, and then another to keop the firat one 
from unscrewing, the second nut being 
called the jam-nut or lock-nut, 

The elastic nut, however, locks itself. 
It ia made from spring steel, being cut

Horses are vory i 
fond of clover and will gorge them- 
selves on it so as to be unfit to do hard 
work, But for out feed to be used with 
moistened corn and oatmeal and bran, the 
clover hay is very much better than is 
timothy, and ao less number of pounds will 
be needed to keep the horses in good con~ 
dition for working. 

Cut corn stalks are not good to mix with 
corn and oatmeal and bran as cut foed, 
Nor should they be fed at any time “unless 
moistened with water. The stalks aro ver: 
lnxative, and if fed to working horses wil 
diminish their effectiveness, It is, h 
ever, a good thing to feed idle horses 
the winter with o part ration of cornstalke 
each day, changing this when the horses 
are set to work toa ration of out hay aod 
grain meal, It is very important that the 
working teams shall be ready to do their 
best six days in the week. In this way 
only can the work be pushed so as to make 
it cost as little as possible forthe results

Mr, Montague moved the second read- 
ing of the Aot to amend the Civil Service 
Act, which provides for the abolition of the 
third-class clerks and the substitution for 
them of temporary writers, 

Mr, Laurier argued that the new class of 
employes would be altogether dependent 
upon the will of the Minister, who might 
remove them at pleasure. All the quali- 
fications which gave to the Civil Service 
character and permanency were to be re- 
moved. It would be possible under the 
new system to load the service with those 
who might be called temporary olerks, but 
whom an provisions of the bill rendered

RADIAL RAILWAY,

his reduction in the militia estimates, 

Mr, Daly, in reply, said that what he 
complained of in the Globe’s account was 
that thore should appear on the front page

Asa supporter of the Gov- 
ernment he (Mr, Denison) was sorry to be 
obliged to attack one of the institutions 
under its control, but he did it os a matter 
of necessity. Since the appointment of the 
present commandant, in 1859, there had 
een & serious falling off in the number of 
cadets in attendance at tho college, and at 
the present time there were only 54 cadets 
in the institution, He moved that the 
item be reduced by the amount of the 
commandant’s salary $3,163. 

Mr. Dickey believed that the trouble at 
the colloge respeoting hazing was exagger= 
ated, and thut a student that could not 
stand ao little hazing was hardly fitted to 
a be soldier, The only point that had struck 
him upon looking into the affairs of the 
college as really worthy of investigation 
was the smallness of the numbers attending 
the college, The falling off in attendance 
had token place contemporaneously 
with the raising of the fees, ‘Tho presence 
in the Imperial army of men trained at the 
college was advantageous to Canada, aos it 
meant friends in high places whose influence 
in behalf of Canada at oritical times might 
be as great as that of politicians.

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The Glorious Twelfth. 


A Grand Celebration in Stirling. 


The anniversary of the Battle of the 
Boyne was celebrated this year with 
greater enthusiasm than for many 
years past, the Manitoba schools trouble 
and the remedial order of the Dominion 
Government in connection therewith 
having had the effect of infusing new 
life, and greatly strengthening the 
order. Certainly the gathering here on 
Friday last was a large and most en- 
thusinstie one ; and was the occasion of 
drawing a very large crowd from the 
surrounding country. 

The citizens of Stirling vied with 
each other in Uecorating the town, and 
it is evident that Stirling never looked 
so well before, and a most hearty wel- 
come was given the visitors. 

The principal streets were lined with 
evergreens, and arches were placed 
across the street at various points, there 
being a half dozen arches, besides as 

* marty streamers. The handsomest arch- 
es were :—that built across Mill street 
from G. L, Scott's store; the one across 
from Parker Brothers, bankers, on Front 
street, and that at the railway crossing 
near the entrance to the Agricultural 
Grounds. The latter was built by the 
Orangemen, all the others by private in- 
dividuals. 

Visitors began to throng into the vil- 
lage early, and between nine and ten 
o'clock, some of the nearest lodges ‘of 
Orangemen arrived.

Soon after the train from 
the west arrived, also bringing a good 
number. As some who came from a 
long distance had started early, dinner 
was the first order of business.

AN UNPARALLELED CRIME. 


A Life Spent In a Series of Brands Upon 
Insurance Compantess-A  Serles of 
i on the 


Toronto July 16.—Tho bodios of Ftta 
Alico Pitezcl, aged I, and Nollie Pitez- 
ol, aged 12, were found on Monday morn 
ing buried in the collar cf a house on St 
Vincont street, Voronto, 

Pho flnding of the vomains cloars up the 
yell of mystory which has hung over tho 
Mrange disappearance of these unhappy 
children, and furnishes the most conyinc- 
ing evidence that they wero takon by the 
man known as H, H. Helmos, now in 
prison in Philadeiphia, and foully mur- 
dorod, 

'This is not the only charge of murdor 
hanging over tho hoad of tho miserable 
perpetrator of this crime, and it is only 
too certain thit he effected the doath of 
the father of tho two children, and of 
Harold, their younger brother, who was 
traced to Detroit with him and thoro lost 
sight of, the ovidenco going strongly to 
show that ho was cremated in tho furnaco 
of an empty house engaged by Holines. 
Tho murdors are among tho most dia- 
bolical and cold-bloodéd in tho annals of 
crime, 

The ghastly discovery was mado on 
Monday afternoon by Detoctiye Goyer, of 
Philadelphia, who was assisted by Detec- 
tive Alf, Cuddy, of the Toronto detective 
department. Tver since last Wednesday 
these two indefatigable officers have been 
hunting the eity from oud to end looking 
for house in which it was supposed 
Holmes had done away with the child- 
ren. Thoy had nothing to go on oxcopt 
Detective Goyer's theory, and this theory 
proyod correct. Ho reasoned that Holmes 
ronted a house and took the children to 
it. He then murdered them, and cithor 
buried them or else put thom in a trunk 
and threw them into the bay. Ho stuck 
to this idea tenaciously, and his efforts 
hayo been créwned with success. Detec- 
tive Goyer is a modest man, and he does 
not desire to take all the credit to him- 
self. When he came to Toronto he met the 
hnewspapermen, and told them the story, 
and his theory in connection with the 
missing children. His deductions have 
proved as unorring as those of any my- 
thical detective portrayed by the imag- 
inative pen of a novelist. Ho said that he 
wanted tho newspapers to aid him in his 
search, and that the more publicity the 
press gave to tho story the moro sure he 
would be of finding tho children dead or 
alive. Ho noyer fora moment doubted 
but the childron were got rid of in To- 
ronto, They were not alive, or Holmes 
would be only too glizl to produce them, 
and from the time they left the Albion 
hotel, on the morning of October 25th, 
all trace of them was lost.

THodgo- 
path, tho train robber, did not got his, 
and he toid the story to the authoritios, 


As tho result the doicotives started after 
Holnes, He was srrested in Boston on 
Noyombor 18th, 1804, and he is now held 
on a chargo of fraud, Aftor Holy. wa 
arrested Mrs. Pitezel was also located, 
and sho was found in Burlington, Vt. 
Tho deeper tho detectives probed into tho 
caso, tho more convinced they woro that 
there Was moro» beneath tho surface than 
at first appeared When Mrs Pitezel bo- 
came conyinced that her husband was 


really dead she told tho story how 
Holmes had seoured possssion of tho 
children, First, he obtained possession 


of Alice, the eldest, to go and identify 
the father, which sho did, Then he did 
not dare to bring her back to her mother, 
for Mrs, Pitezel would raise a cry of 
murder, and ho would get into trouble. 
Holmes told Mrs, Pitezel that Alico was 
with her father,and he secured possession 
of Harold, a boy of cleyen, and Nellie, a 
girl of twelve, saying that he would take 
thom to their father. Ho evidently in- 
tended to get rid of thom all, as it was 
his intention to leayo America and go 
to Berlin, Germany, to finish his studies. 
All thé timo he kept telling the children 
that he would take thom to their mother, 
and he kept informing the mother that 
Pitezel was well, and that the children 
were with him, but that he had to 
keep out of the way of tho detectives. 
Detective Geyer traced the childen as 
far as Detroit, whore all traces of Har- 
old were lost at a house in Forest street, 
Detroit. A hole was found in the collar, 
dug/up no doubt, by Holmes, but the 
body of Harold could not be found. ‘The 
large furnace in tho house furnished ao 
more conyenient -way of gotting rid of 
the body. 
Detective Geyer traced the two girls as 
far as Toronto, and found that they had 
been rogistored at the Albion hotel 
under the name of Canning. They arriy- 
ed on the cyening of the 19th of October 
last from Detroit, and Holmes turned 
them oyer to the porter of the Albion

Holines started a patent medicine con- 
cern in Chicago, and whilo there he fell 
in with « gigl, named Minnie Williams 
whom he employed as a typewriter They 
formed an attachment and went to live 
togethor at tho Plaza hotel, Chicago, and 
shortly afterwards Miss Williams’ sister 
joined them. ‘his was on May, 1804, 
The Williams’ girls fell heirs to $50,000 
worth of property at Fort Worth, ‘Texas. 
About the latter part of May, 1804, Ktta 
Williams disappeared in Chicago. he 
story told by Holmos is that thi noarest 
he came to murder was whon this Wil- 
liams girl met her fate. He says that 
the two girls became jealous, and that 
Minnie struck her sister oyer tho head 
with a stool and killed hor. He wishod to 
save Minnic, and ho put the body in a 
trunk, carted it out to the lake front, 
rowed out in tho lake with it, and dump- 
ed it in, Minnie was seen around Ohj- 
cago with him about the first of June, 
but she also disappeared, and it is Dotec- 
tive Goyer's bollof that sho found a grave 
in the cellar of 4 vacant house in Chi- 
cago. or olse i: Lake Michigan. It is 
mileged that she made a will in fayor of 
Holmes, and that by her disappearanco 
ho foll heir to the property. 

During his peregrinations about tho 
continent Holmes fell in with aman 
named I. 1. Pitezel, whose home was in 
Gulloway, Minols. They had boon com 
panions in inany schomes. Holmes had 
the head to plan and Pitezol was an offl- 
client auxiliary to carry out tho Orrango - 
ments, In somo way Pitezol got into 
jail at Torre Haute, Ind., and in June, 
184, Holines turned up and bailed him 
jont.

Holmes’ instigation to meet her husband 
and children, but they failed to appear. 
Holmes arriyed in ‘oronto on October 
18th. Ho registered at tho Walker houso 
under the namo of G. Powell and wife, 
Columbus, O, He left the Walker, and 
took his wife to Niagara Ialls, hey re- 
turned, and on the 21st they registered 
at the Palmer house as ‘‘H. Howell and 
wife, Columbus, O."' While the children 
were stopping at the Albion hotel Holmes 
used to call in the morning and take 
them out with him, returning beforo six 
o'clock, This was what puzzled Detec- 
tive Geyer—what was Holmes doing with 
ho children? This mystery is now solved. 
According to the story told by Mr. Ryves, 
they spent the day playing in tho yard of 
the cottage at St. Vincent street. During 
the time their murder was being skilful- 
ly planned, the little ongs were innocent- 
ly waiting for their mother, 

The post-mortem examination which 
Will bo made will no doubt throw somo 
light on tho way the children camo by 
their death. The examination !in the 
caso of the father showod that death had 
been caused by breathing chloroform, or 
some other noxious drug. No doubt this 
was an casy and painless way of commit- 
ing murder, and as the bodies of the 
children do not show marks of extromo 
violence, no doubt chloroform played ao 
part in thoir death. It remains to be 
secon whether Mrs. Pitezol’s Saratoga 
trunk figured in tho.murder This trunk 
was tracod by the Mail and Empire to the 
Union house. It was taken away from 
there and sent to a houso in the city, but 
the porter, Scott, could not remembor 
where or who moved it, No doubt 
Holmes picked & man up on tho street to 
do the work for him. When this trunk 
was found again in Holmes’ possession it 
had a poculiar hole bored in tho lid, so as 
not to be detectod oxcept upon tho closest 
examination, Were tho children in this 
trunk and then chloroformed? They could 
not have beon murdered with yiolenco in 
tho house on St. Vincont streot without 
making an outery. They were frighten- 
od constantly with stories about dotec- 
tives, as thoirlotters to thelr grandfather, 
intercepted by Holmos, show. It would bo 
an easy thing for them to bo frightened 
into going into the trunk. Then a few 
drops of chloroform in tho hole would do 
the rost.

CATTLE THAT TRAVELLED FAR. 


The First Shipment of Live Oxen from ti 


Australin to England Showed a 
Small Profit. 

The experiment of transporting beef 

cattle alive from Australia to London has 

just been made and the result has been 


on the hoof is likely to become an import- 
ant branch of the carrying trade between 
these twoiar distant pointe. 

In the case referred to seventeen Aus- 
tralian oxen were received in good condi- 
tion after a voyage sixty-two days in 
duration and about 15,000 miles in length 
At the first glance it seems impossible that 


cattle could be transported this distance, 
being well enough fed in the meantime to 
keep them in good condition, 
& sufficient price to afford the stock raisers 
of the antipodes even the smallest margin 


of profit. The ef sD showing the amount 
et gain are therefore exceedingly interest. 
Dg. 


The live stock was purchased at prices 
varying from §19,80 to $24.60 per head, 
Their transportation cost $63.60 each 
which included their fodder and care. It 
will be noticed that this charge is about $1 
s day for the entire voyage. On their 
arrival «vt London the beasts were dispowed 
of at an average price of $96 per head. As 
their averagocost had been about $22.30 
in Australia, the transportation chargos 
would increase this to nearly $86 by tho 
time they reached Londopv, which would 
bring the average profit per head up-to a 
little over $10, or an aggregate of $170 for 
the trial lot, 

This is sufficiently gratifying, but it is 
hoped, when cattle are shipped in greater 

_Bumbers and the methods of caring for 
them are perfected by experience, that the 
Cost of transportation will be consider- 
Sbly lessened and the profits, naturally, 
increased. 

It was remarked im regard to these roven- 
teen cattle that they stood the voyage 
finely, and reached London in much better 
“ondition than whon thoy left their Aus- 
tralian pastures, The seoret of success, it

Noarly every ship leaving San Francisco 
for China carries among “the steerage 
passengers a nutnber of invalids who hope 
to live until they reach their native 
country, but several usually die on overy 
voyage. ‘There is an agreement between 
the steamships and the Six Companies 
which forbids the burial of these bodies at 
seo, and the latter furnishes coftins of the 
peculiar Chinese pattern for use in such 
emergencies, They are made of slabs, the 
firat cut of the log, so that the sides and 
bottom and top are rounded, A dozen or 
more are carried on each ship, and the 
surgeon is furnished with » supply of 
embalming fluid, 

When a Chinaman dies atsea the surgeon 
embalms the body, which is then placed in 


a coffin, sealed up, and lowered into the

MAUNDY PENNIES. 


The Ceremony of Distributing the Queen's 
Dole in Westminster Abbey, 


The ceremony of distributing the Queen's 
dole on Maundy Thuraday is the English 
equivalent of the Catholic ceremony of 
washing the feet of the poor, This cere 
mony is performed at Rome by the Pope 
and by several prelates, at Florence with 
great ceremony by a Cardinal, at Vienna 
by the Emperor, and at St. Petersburg by 
the Czar, as the head of the Greek Church, 


It used to be performed’ by the King of 
Bavaria and by the English sovereigns. 
James II was the last English sovereign 
to wash the feet of the poor on Maundy 
Thursday. Since that time the ceremony 
has been confined to the distribution of the 
Queen's dole. This dole is put in red and 
white parses and distributed in Westmin- 
ster Abbey amid the pealing of the organ, 
and in the presence of prelates and noble. 
men. Part of the doleis made up of the 
Maundy pennies, especially coined for the 
purpose, They are jn silver, and of the 
denomination of 1 penny, 2, 3 and 4 pence, 
The face value of the set is thus 10 
peuce, but they are at once in demand as 
curios at about 16 times their face value, 
and are promptly sold by the poor recipi- 
ente to banks and to individuals. Each 
poor man or woman receives a penny for 
every year ot the Queen’s age, and a new 
recipient is added each year. The distri- 
bution this year was 76 pence to each 
person. This is seven full sete and a 
fraction, so that the real value of the dole 
of Maundy pennies is more than £5. 
_ The Maundy pennies were tirst coined 
in the reign ag Jharles II, They came to 
the recipients fresh from the mint.

Our Insect Foes. 

Professor Panton, of the Ontario Ag- 
ricultural College, has done a good work 
by putting into accessible shape and 
small compass a vast amount of useful 
knowledge on our insect foes and how 
to destroy them. In the form of a pam- 
phlet of eighty-five pages, he has brought 
within the reach of e ybody, all that 
science experience, ancient and 
modern, have ascertained on this im- 
portant subject. Few people who have 
not given the matter special attention, 
have any idea of the extent to which 
grain, fruit and live stock are liable to 
injury by insects, There are nearly 100 
species that prey on grain and fo 
crops; upwards of 40 attack vegetables; 
no less than fifty menace the grape, and 
75 threaten that king of fruits, the ap- 
ple. ‘The pine has 125 species as enem- 
ies; the oak 800; the elm 80; the hick- 
ory 170; the maple 75; the beech 150; 
while the unfortunate willow battles 
against 400 insect foes. Besides giving 
this formidable array of figures in an 
introductory chapter, Prof. Panton fur- 
nishes the following statistics to show 
the immense loss that is sustained by 
the human race from this source ;— 

1854.—The United States lost $15,000, 
000 by the wheat midge. 

1857.—Canada lost $8,000,000 by the 
wheat midge. 

1864.—The United States lost $73,000,-

An Immense Corn Crop. 


The crop reports from the United 
States show that there will be an 
mense corn 


im- 
crop, Conservative esti- 
mates put the product at 2,400,000,000 
bushels, This information is not fur> 
nished by the Government officials. 
It has been secured by independent 
west of the Alle- 
nd south of the Potomac. The 
raily ay managers have taken special 
pains to get absolute facts. The re- 
turns have been tabulated, and the re- 
sults are known, ‘The totals will amaze 
the managers. They show that there 
is now in sight what promises to be a 
corn crop in this country of 2,400,000- 
000 bushels. ‘That is by more than two 
hundred millions of bushels the largest 
crop of corn ever raised in this country. 
The enormousness of it would, perhaps, 
prove a fatal detriment to the farmers 
and even cost the railway managers 
some of their hopes if it were not for the 
fact that already unusual charters for 
export of corn to Europe have been sign- 
ed and others are in course of nego- 
tiation, which will probably indicate 
the largest corn export in the history of 
the country. Ifthe expectations of the 
managers are realized it will require 
the employment of all their traffic facil- 
ities for some months for the transpor- 
tation of the yellow grain to the At- 
lantic coast. Some of them are already 
making arrangements for a movement 
of grain, greater than that which de-

The average loss of the United States 
from insects during 1884 is calculated to 
have been $400,000,000, and for 1891, 
$300,000,000, 


It isnot supposable that the fullest 
knowledge available to man will suf- 
fice absolutely to prevent these losses, 
but the figures are so enormous, that 
the reduction of them within smaller di- 
mensions becomes a matter of the very 
greatestimportance. * * * * * 

In the fight with our insect foes we 
have a powerful force of allies in those 
birds that prey upon injurious insects. 
Many investigations have been made 
with a view of finding out what kinds 
of birds are our friends and helpers in 
this line. In some cases it has been 
found that as many beneficial insects 
were deyoured as those“harmful. Prof. 
Panton states that the result of careful 
examination into the subject, has been 
to consider the birds named in the fol- 
lowing list as benefactors to the farmer, 
the fruit-grower and the gardener, 
which should, as far as possible, be pro- 
tected and encouraged to increase in 
number ;— 

King-bird, pewee, night-hawk, swal- 
low, whip-poor-will, American red- 
start, yellow-billed cuckoo, blue-bird, 
white-bellied nut-hatch, ved-headed 
woodpecker, highholder, hairy wood-

—'‘Syrphus fly, ‘Trachina fly, tiger 
beetles, ground beetles, ladybirds, (the 
familiar song, ‘' Ladybird, ladybird fly 
away home,” teaches a proper senti- 
ment,) reduyius, soldier bugs, lace- 
winged flies, wasps, cuckoo flies, ich- 
neumons.” ‘Che above-named insects, 
Prof, Panton are of great impor- 
tance in keeping mischievous insects 
under, especially the ichneumons. ‘These 
are very numerous, and prey on certain 
larvae by depositing eggs in their liv- 
These exgs hatch out into 
larval ichneumons that feed on their 
host, which finally dies About this 
time the ichneumons are ready to fly as 
perfect insects, Lady-birds feed on 
plant-lice; ground beetles prey on the 
potato bettle and several caterpillars ; 
while tiger beetles are great deyourers 
of several species of insects.

Commercial Grape Growing. 

Grape growing is no exception to the rule 
that every industry, as it develops, is con- 
tinually changing. If itis profitable, strong 
competition comes in, and then new and 
cheaper methods must be adopted, A few 
years ago grapes were grown in many 
sections and shipped to market without any 
particular system, This haphazard practice 
is still carried on in some localities, but at 
no profit to the producer, In 1890 grapes 
netted the grower 24c per 8-lb basket, In 
1894 12h0 per basket was the average, and 
future prices will, in all probability, be 
even lower, It is, therefore, essential that 
perfect system and close attention to details 
be observed, otherwise the business will be 
& losing one, A vineyard must be located 
on high ground, free from spring frost, ora 
single night may destroy a year’s prospects, 
The soil must he productive, or the yield 


will not be sufficient to pay expenses, On

agricultural conditionin Yorkshire con 
tains many suggestive statements. Ono of 
these relate to the great advantage which 
comes to the farmers from having good 
local markets because of the iron and coal 
mines and many manafacturing oities in 
the shire, There ia a large variety of pro- 
duct from the farms, in good part deter- 
mined by the soil,in part by the local 
aickes condi lone 

10 wize of farms varies much’; from 150 
to 180 acres is the rule near largo towns, 
Where hill grazing land is the chief part of 
the farms some reach 2,000 acres, In con+ 
trast with some other parts of England, 
most of the tenants on farms under 350 
fcres are properly classed as “working 
farmers,” many of the smaller farms being 
worked by the family of the tenant, as it 
is the custom with both tenante and owners 
in this country, While it is found difficult 
to rent the large farms, those of 250 acres 
or less are much in demand. The average 
reduotion of rent in sixteen yeara has been 
about 30 per cent, much less than in 
other counties of England.

Directions for Home Cheese Making 


Straip the milk into a vat and add haifa 


pint of rennet to 100 gallons of milk, which 


the rennet and milk thoroughly. Many of 
the unknown troubles of the amateur cheese 
maker arise from the use of ill-conditioned 
rennet; if doubts as to its purity exist, it 
should be filtered through a flannel or oot- 
ton fiber, As the condition of rennebd, 
quantity of milk and temperature vary ab 
nearly every cheese making, the prepared 
rennet tablets sold by dairy supply houses 
are undoubtedly more certain in resulta, 
To the beginner, a thermometer acuurately 
graduated is essential to success, The curd 
is cut into one inch squares immediately 
after it has formed, to hasten theseparation 
of whey and curd, The outting is repeated 
wo or three times at half hour intervals, 

and then dipped carefully into a basket in 
which a strainer has been placed. Arrange 
the basket on o ladder over the’ whey re- 
ceiver and out the ourd occasionally to 
hasten draining, When compact and fairly 
free from whey, tio the atrainer enda by 
opposite corners and hang in & cool place 
until the morning run is made, Proceed 
with the morning's milk precidely in the 
same way until ready to hang. This ourd 
requires o little more draining that it may 
be firm and decidedly free from whey, 

Cut the night and morning curds in 
slices, place in a bowl and chop into pieces 
a half inch in diameter, Pour over the 
curds a gallon of hot whey or water and 
stir until a squeaking soundis made, Drain 
off the scalding water, add salt to taste and 
thoroughly mix inthe curd, Place a dry 
strainer in the hoop, carefully introduce

SURGICAL POINT OF VIEW. 


The softer and large-bore bullets pro- 
duce wounds characterized by a broad zone 
of devitalized tissue about the point of 
entrance, with a wound canal lacerated 
by the easily deformed ball, extensively 
splintered bones, great explosive action, 
an ‘aperture of exit much lacerated and 
gaping widely, and with relatively little 
hemorrhage. In the case of direct hits 
the action of the new bullets may be sum- 
med up by saying that they produce clean- 
cut, slightly lacerated wounds of the soft 
parts, exert less explosive action, and 
splinter and displace 
short ranges. Their wounds offer the best 
possible conditions for rapid and perfect 
healing, being small, aseptic as arule, and 
clean cut, but prone to bieed freely and at 
once, 

At long razges, towards the end of their 
fight, these long, thin bullets tend to 
somersault, and, by striking sideways, 
often produce extensive splintering and 
comminution of bone, Indirectand ricochet 
hits with these new and mantled bullets 
are especially to be feared, ag contact with 
any bard substance is sure to split the 
mantle, and the naked and deformed bullet 
core then acta like the hollow-point bullets 
of express rifles. This is a factor which 
may cause protective works to Jose much 
of their value when attacked by troops 
armed with these small calibre rifles, 

The increased explovive action given to 
the new bullets by increased velocity is 
more than counterbalanced by their lesser 
liability to become deformed ; hence their 
explosive action is, on the whole less marke 
ed and less uniformly shown than that of 
the older kind. It ocours. chiefly in the 
skull and in connection with the bones. In 
respect-of this action on bones, especially 
long bones, it is probable that experiments 
made on horses, whose bones are much 
stronger and more resistant than those of 
man, have given us exaggerated idear of 
the effects of the small bullets on these 
tissue, but, even s0,the extensive fissuring 
and comminution are so severe that con- 
siderable actual experienge is needed before 
we can he justified in regarding the new 
arm of small calibre as in any way minimiz- 
ing the horrors of war.

commercial treaties with Germany and 
Belgium. 
The paper deals also with the subject 
of the commercial agreement between 
Great Britain and foreign powers re- 
garding their trade with the colonies, 
and suys that to give the colonies power 
to negotiate treaties themselves without 
reference to Her Majesty’s Government 
would be to give them an international 
status as separate sovereign States. No 
coiony could offer a foreign power tariff 
concessions which were not at the same 
time extended to all the other powers 
entitled tothe most-favored-nation treat- 
ment. Moreover the Government re- 
gards it as essential that any tariff con- 
cessions by a colony to a foreign power 
should be extended to Great Britain. 

The same statement in different words 
had been previously made by Lord 
Knutsford. Colonial Secretary in the 
last Conservative Administration. ‘Thus 
both parties in Great Britain are com- 
mitted to the policy of no discrimina- 
tion by a colony against the Mother 
Country. 

Itis well, although the commercial 
union fad is seldom heard of now, to 
bear the fact just stuted in mind, It has 
& most important bearing on Canada’s 
trade relations with the United States. 
We can haye a reciprocity treaty with 
our neighbors if we will, but any advan- 
tages conferred by that treaty on Ameri- 
can manufacturers must be extended to 
Great Britain as well. We cannot, so 
long as we remain a colony, grant fa- 
vors to the alien over the border denied 
fellow-citizens across the Atlantic.

Temporary Shelter for Stock, 


A yory cheap and warm sholter may be 
mado by setting posta firmly in tho 
ground and covering with a roof of poles 
or long rails. Ovor this “Iny a coyoring 
of straw or coarse Imy, Cover this with a 
fow poles or boards to hold the straw in 
position, Set other posts two feet outward 
from tho first ones. Wire a fow polos to 
each sct, filling iu the space’ pvith straw 
firmly crowded into position. By haying 
n door it one sido the result will bo as 
warm © room as can be made from boards 
and straw in a barn basement. For 
shedding rain properly, make ono side 
three or four feet higher than tho other, 
or make it level, puting o load of straw 
on top in the form of & pyramid to shed 
the rain. Whilo this and other forms of 
tomporaty, shelter are cheap and require 
no direct outlay for material, yet rather 
than follow up their construction year 
after yoar & permancont structure of wood 
should be erected. This should be built 
in a substantial mannor, making tho 
foundations solid, and nailing each 
| plece firmly in position. Tho roof should 
nov be loss than a quarter pitch, and, if 
possible, obtain all boards « year in ad- 
yance that they may become properly 
seasoned. If conyenicnt plane the sur- 
| faco of boards to be exposed to the weath- 
er, and by giving them o coat of paint 
| the general appearance of the promises ts 
limproved and tho durability prolonged.

OCEAN LINERS. 


The Regularity of Speed With Which 
They Make the Passage. 


The records show that, as an ordinary 
thing, the ocean packets are almost as re- 
gularin their departures and arrivals as 
railroad trains, and, considering the 
distance they travel, moreso, The science 
of navigation has been reduced to such 
accuracy that they may be expected almost 
on the hour. 

Take, for example, the Campania, of the 
Cunard line. In 1893 she made eight trips, 
and her average voyage was 5 days, 20 
hours and 18 minutes. In 1894 she made 
ten trips, and’ her average was 5 days 20 
hours and 17 minutes, only one minute less 
in 1894 than in 1893 in a voyage of 2,770 


miles in all sorts of wind and weather. Nor 
is-this exceptional, 

The Teutonic, of the White Star Line, 
made twelve trips in 1593 on on average 
time of 6 days, 4 hours and 8 minutea [n 
1894 she made eleven trips, and her average 
was justa trifle slower—6 days, 4 hours 
and 17 minutes. 

The Etruria is a little more irregular, 
Her average in 1893 was 6 days, 6 hours

HAVEL'S AVERAGE, 


The Havel, of the North German Lloyd 
Company, made ten trips in 1893, with an 
average of 7 days, 7 hours and 33 minutes, 
for a distance of 3,080 miles, from the Nee- 
dies to Fire Island, In 1894 she made nine 
trips, with an average of 7 days, 7 hours 
and 24 minutes, 

_ The Fuerat Bismarck, of the Hamburg 
line, made nine trips in 1893, Her average 
for the year fora voyage of 3,080 miles was 
7 days and 15 minutes, In 1894 she made 
six trips, and her average was 7 days and 
54 minutes, 

The Columbia made nine trips in 1893, 
with an average time of 6 days, 22 hours 
and 12 minutes, In 1894 she made six

BEST FOR REGULARITY. 


The New York, though not the fastest, 
has the best record for regularity of any of 
the Atlapvtio feet. Her average time has 
not varied for years and she can be expect- 
ed almost on the minute every voyage, 

She has crossed the Atlantic more times 
and has carried more passengers than any 
other steamer of her age and has been more 
regular about it, The New York made 
fourteen trips, west bound, in 1893, with 
an average time of 6 days, 2) hours and 31 
minutes, In 1844 she made fifteen trips 
w th an average of 6 days 21 hours and 45 
minutes, 

Hor asiling distance was 2,770 miles, In 
1893 she made thirteen trips, east Lound 
with an average of 6 days, 20 hours and 30 
minutes, which was just one minute faster 
than her westbound-time that year. In

The day is soon coming when no one will 
think of using milk without first pasteuriz- 
ing or aterilizing it. 


Dirt and Health. 


The oldeaying that dirt is healthful no 
longer bolds its grounds in the light of 
modern research. Not all dirt is actually 
disease producing, it is true; but all places 
where filth accumulates or where there is 
decaying matter of any kind are very likely 
to afford abode and sustenance to any 
disease germs which may be floating about 
in theair, Here they multiply and wax 
strong and lie in waitto attack the first 
animal or human being that comes along, 
whose vital forces are not strong enough to 
bar the entrance of these microscopic éne- 
mies. Nosoiled clothing should tie about 
sleeping apartments, no rubbish should 
accumulate in the attic, noroctten rage 
under the sink, no decaying vegetables in 
the cellar, nosoiling matter or dust any- 
where. Disease microbes do not crawl 
about actively like flies; they are invisible, 
living, organic dust, and can ofter be got- 
ten rid of assuch, The greatest sanitary 
safety lies in absolute cleanliness.
